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COMBINATION PENICILLIN-PROCAINE THERAPY* 


DALE W. AUSTIN, D.S.C.

THis sTUDY represents two years’ investigation to see if procaine hydro- 
chloride could be used as a vehicle for local administration of penicillin 
in the treatment of foot conditions. It was felt that this type of medica- 
tion would be very useful in the field of chiropody. 

The medications used were crystalline penicillin G and procaine 
hydrochloride in 1% and 2% strength. In the majority of cases with 
good peripheral circulation epinephrine was used in 1:100,000 strength 
as a vasoconstrictor to delay absorption of both anesthetic and penicillin. 
Work done by Martin! of the Pasteur Hospital in Paris has shown that 
these agents are mutually compatible and that the effectiveness of each 
remains the same in combination. The penicillin was dissolved by in- 
jecting into the sterile container the amount of procaine hydrochloride 
which would provide the desired number of units of conor per c.c. 
Thus 10 c.c. procaine was used in a vial containing 200,000 units of peni- 
cillin when a dilution of 20,000 units per c.c. was desired; 5 c.c. procaine 
was used when a dilution of 40,000 units per c.c. penicillin was the object, 
and so forth. In our series dilutions ranged from 10,000 to 100,000 per 
c.c. The solution was always made fresh just before using. 

The medical literature indicates that the large particle type of crystal- 
line penicillin is the most satisfactory form. This type occasionally clogs 
smaller gauge hypodermic needles, as No. 24 or No. 25. However, larger 

uge needles usually cause unnecessary discomfort to the patient, so we 

ave routinely used small needles, changing them as necessary during 
the procedure. 

Our investigation indicates that there are four broad fields of useful- 
ness for this type of therapy in the field of chiropody. 

I. Pri Anti-Pathogen Therapy with Secondary Anesthesia 

The in is the infiltration of a high

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concentration of penicillin in conditions where anti-pathogen therapy 
is indicated, for example, the local infiltration of penicillin for the 
control of a local foot infection. 

Peck’s? work indicates that the injection of penicillin close to the area 
of infection provides more positive and faster bactericidal effect. This is 
now routine treatment for carbuncles, furunculosis, cellulitis, and kindred 
conditions. Peck states: “The rapid and sometimes dramatic response 
of some of the early cases of carbuncle following the injection of peni- 
cillin directly into the tissues is noteworthy—almost immediately improve- 
ment appeared following the use of from 100 to 1,000 units of penicillin 
per c.c. in saline.” 

— H. Liles, Jr.,5 stated recently in reporting fifty cases of furun- 
culosis that healing time was cut down from eleven to four days by the 
use of this method. 

Our method of treating local foot infections involved the use of com- 
paratively large amounts of penicillin—40,000 to 100,000 units per c.c.— 
in small amounts of procaine hydrochloride. The use of the anesthetic 
agent as a diluent permitted injection of the penicillin into an inflamed 
area without discomfort to the patient, and gave the patient several hours 
relief from the considerable pain associated with the conditions treated. 
Furthermore, if it were immediately necessary to perform incision with 
drainage, debridement or any other procedure, the field would be ade- 
quately anesthetized.

The control cases were treated by accepted chiropodical methods. 
Those listed as penicillin cases are discussed below. 

All the cases of suppurating helomata were associated with bursitis 
on the dorsum of a hammered toe. In each case 40,000 units of penicillin 
per c.c. 1% procaine hydrochloride was injected as a nerve block at the 

ase of the digit. In two cases this * nage oer was followed by the in- 
jection of | c.c. procaine and penicillin directly into the bursa. Relief 
rom pain was immediate in each case. Incision was followed by sterile 
dressing. On the second visit three to five days later the infection was 
under control and healing was proceeding well in all cases. 

Suppurating bursitis occurred a over chronic bunions. Our 
method of treatment was as follows: 200,000 units of penicillin was dis- 
solved in 2 c.c. 2% procaine hydrochloride, and this mixture was used to 
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anesthetize and aspirate the bursa sac. Drainage was then established 
and a hot magnesium sulfate soak was given, followed by the use of a 
gauze drain and sterile dressing. Immediate relief from pain was dra- 
matic. In 48 hours the area was redressed, the drain removed and cold 
therapy* begun. In one case the extensive bursa wall could be strapped 
flat with adhesive tape at this time, and in the other two cases it was 
necessary to repeat the procaine-penicillin therapy on the second visit. 
However, four days after first seeing these patients the bursae could be 
strapped flat and healing was proceeding well. 

Synovial membranes and bursa mucosa are closely associated anatom- 
ically according to Gray,’ and are distinguished by being closed sacs. 
Recent work by G. Blundell Jones,® in the British Issue of the Journal 
of Bone and Joint Surgery, reports the use of penicillin in forty cases of 
open war wounds of the knee. He showed conclusively that penicillin 
injected locally into the knee joint is the only satisfactory way of using 
the drug in joint wounds ‘esd infections. Parenteral injection of the 
antibiotic resulted in only very small and therapeutically inactive amounts 
of penicillin in joints. He further showed that penicillin persists within 
the joint for 48 hours after injections unless the effusion is being actively 
absorbed, and that in the latter case daily injections are sufficient. He 
concluded that the additional administration of penicillin by intra- 
muscular injection is recommended in these conditions only when other 
considerations demand it. 

It was found that this method of combined therapy gave dramatic 
results in the treatment of diabetic infections of the feet. One case of 
ulcer had been present for over a year and required only the local injec- 
tion of 200,000 units of penicillin in 5 c.c. procaine hydrochloride to 
begin healing which was complete in 10 days. The other two cases had 
persistent ulcers at the distal phalanx of the first digit due to underlying 
exostoses. The use of the penicillin-procaine combination at the base of 
the digit and locally over the ulcer permitted immediately exostectom 
followed by primary healing of the resulting incision in 10 days in bot 
cases. Both of these patients had been advised to permit amputation of 
the leg. 

Diabetic sinuses on the feet were treated with local injection of peni- 
cillin and procaine, followed by incision and drainage. The patients 
had immediate relief from any pain present and the sinuses healed well 
by granulating in. 

All these diabetic patients were under good control under the direction 
of an internist. Each had had parenteral penicillin for the condition 
without benefit before local therapy was instituted. Nevertheless, sys- 
temic penicillin therapy was given in each case for two days following 
incision or surgery. 

In the treatment of onychocryptosis, it has long been the custom to 
remove only the offending portion of nail and when the infection has 
been controlled to do radical surgery for permanent correction. This 
has been unsatisfactory in many cases because the patient would often 
take the viewpoint that the nail should have been permanently treated 
with the first procedure, and he would resent the idea of extra expense 
for the second operation. 

With the use of penicillin and procaine, it is a simple and safe pro- 
cedure to carry out a nerve block at the base of the digit and perform 
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immediate radical removal of the nail. This was done in fifteen of the 

seventeen cases in our series. Fourteen of these cases healed immediatel 

without sequellae and with good results. One case which was of long stand. 

ing and extremely dirty and associated with cellulitis did not heal over for 

a month, and even with “ripeucsp penicillin still developed a mild 
is 


osteomyelitis. Results in this case were eventually good, but only after 
considerable delay. 

It is our impression that if the pus is localized to the nail groove, the 
combined procaine-penicillin procedure may be carried out successfully 
with radical surgery, but if the infection is associated with cellulitis and 
lymphangitis, it is best to treat the infection locally with penicillin and 

ocaine and to carry out radical surgery at a later date after the extensive 
infection is cleared up. This method was followed in the remaining two 
cases. 

The three cases of complicated by cellulitis were very 
instructive. With the use of penicillin and procaine all three cases 
developed marked allergic reactions, both local and generalized though 
the cellulitis appeared to be somewhat abated. The local reactions were 
immediate increase of vesiculation, pruritis, edema and inflammation. 
Systemic reactions included pruritis, id reactions, and in two cases angio- 
neurotic edema appeared that closed the eyes and was associated with 
arthralgia. 

In all cases penicillin therapy was discontinued and sulfadiazine medi- 
cation was immediately instituted. This controlled the cellulitis. The 
local lesions and general manifestations receded under continual anti- 
histamine drugs® and local cold therapy.‘ 

Peck and Siegel’ have reported yom oe reactions to penicillin in areas 
of epidermophytic infection, i.e., the hands, feet and groin. Peck has 
classified the allergic reactions to penicillin as follows: first, reactions 
similar to drug sensitization; second, reactions following the local applica- 
tion of the drug which fall into the category of allergic contact derma- 
titis; and third, febrile reactions, usually unaccompanied by cutaneous 
manifestations which may follow aerosol inhalation or bronchial instilla- 
tion of penicillin. His fourth group is of particular interest: “The 
erythemato-vesicular eruptions which often are initiated on or may 
remain limited to the hands, feet and groin at the sites of previous 
fungous infection. Further administration of the drug may cause dis- 
semination of the lesions. This type of reaction can be explained by the 
fact that the fungi commonly responsible for dermatomycosis in these 
areas are capable of producing penicillin. It is probable that these 
patients have become sensitized to penicillin in this manner.” 

Thus we can only feel that the use of penicillin and procaine is 
contraindicated in infections associated with epidermophytosis because 
of the great chance of causing allergic reactions. 


ll. Primary Anesthesia with Secondary Anti-Pathogen Control 

All the conditions treated by this method represent essentially sterile 
closed areas in which the only chance for contamination would be the 
introduction of a pathogenic agent by the hypodermic needle. This 
would be extremely serious. 

Procaine anesthesia is an accepted method of treatment in the con- 
ditions to be discussed, and a small amount of penicillin—usually about 
10,000 units per c.c. was used prophylactically. 
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Two types of conditions were treated by this method: one the aspira- 
tion of a synovial membrane or bursa, the other the treatment of a 
traumatized area. In our series are included the following conditions: 
bunion joints with bursitis, 10; hammered toe with bursitis, 6; and bursitis 
in the retrocalcaneal area, 2; fractures of the fifth digit, 8; fractures of the 
fourth digit, 3; fractures of the second digit, 1; and ‘sprains of the lateral 
annular ligament of the ankle, 13. ; . 

In acute bursitis, the whole area is usually so inflamed and filled with 
extra-cellular exudate that any organism introduced even under the most 
sterile conditions might result in acute infection which could extend to 
eel pone surface. Aspiration cannot be carried out without the use of a 
1 anaesthetic, yet aspiration is indicated to eliminate the pain about 
the joint, relax the spasm and permit active motion, thereby aiding in 
absorption of any remaining fluid. All cases in our series were treated 
under strict aseptic technic, and the addition of a small amount of 
penicillin was considered an added safeguard. 

Fractures and sprains were treated by infiltration of procaine combined 
with penicillin, followed by splinting, or strapping. 

In our experience, infection has never followed this method of treat- 
ment of these conditions whether or not penicillin was used with the 
procaine, and this series was carried out chiefly to see if there were any 
contraindications to the use of penicillin routinely in these cases. No 
allergic manifestations were noted. 

Apparently penicillin may be used routinely as a prophylactic measure 
when procaine is indicated, if desired. 


lll. The Use of Procaine Hydrochloride with Penicillin to Lessen the 
Pain of the Injection 
To decrease the pain of injection of penicillin, it is now routine 
practice in many hospitals to use one-half c.c. procaine hydrochloride in 
each 20 c.c. saline or glucose used to dissolve penicillin. This is of par- 
ticular use when frequent injection of penicillin is necessary to maintain 
the proper blood levels in systemic treatment of septicemia or lymphan- 
gitis resulting from foot infection or for routine post-operative care for 
extensive foot surgery. The use of procaine is particularly useful when 
penicillin in oil is used, and there are two products which have just been 
put on the market which employ the triple combination of penicillin, 
po and oil to decrease the pain of injection and to provide pro- 
onged penicillin effect. Only one injection is thus needed in 24 hours. 
Our series includes three cases of septicemia and two of lymphangitis 
treated with less discomfort by this method. . 


IV. Routine Use of Penicillin with Procaine as a Prophylactic Measure 
in Foot Surgery 

Peck has shown that the injection of penicillin close to an area of 
infection gives more certain bactericidal effect. Thus the use of penicillin 
with the local anesthetic used in foot surgery is rational, giving a high 
concentration of anti-biotic at the site of surgery at a time when the area 
is most susceptible to infection. Regardless of the asepsis employed, air- 
borne bacteria may enter any open wound, and the risk of this factor is 
increased many fold by the length of time consumed in extensive foot 
surgery. Further, it is well known that a mask is at best but a coarse 
filter, and there is additional chance of contamination from this source. 
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In addition, the operative site—full of serum exudate, blood and small 
bits of non-viable tissue—is an excellent medium for the rapid growth of 
any stray bacteria that may find entrance. 

In our series one hundred cases were used as controls. In these no 
local penicillin was given with the procaine at the time of operation. 
Parenteral penicillin was administered routinely for the first three post- 
operative days. Fifty patients showed a temperature rise of two degrees 
for at least one twenty-four hour period during the first three post- 
operative days. Stitch infections were five per cent. 

In our experimental series one hundred and ten cases have been 
operated, ranging from correction of hammer toes to bunionectomies, 
under the same conditions and in the same type of surgery as the control 
cases. Our procedure was to use 200,000 units of penicillin dissolved in 
the amount of procaine needed to block the areas to be operated. The 
dilution was never greater than 20,000 units per c.c. If more procaine 
was needed it was given alone. This combination was used for local 
nerve block or infiltration, as desired. Routine post-operative parenteral 
penicillin was administered exactly as in the control series. 

In this series of cases twenty-five patients had a one degree temperature 
rise for one twenty-four hour period during the first three post-operative 
days and ten patients had a one-half degree rise during the same period. 
‘There was only one stitch infection in the series, and the convalescent 
period was reduced from one to four days in all cases. 


Summary 

1. Penicillin and procaine hydrochloride are mutually compatible. 
Methods of using this combination of drugs are described in detail. 

2. Injection of penicillin at.or near the site of acute foot infections is 
possible with the addition of procaine and has decreased healing time, 
reduced pain, and in three cases has prevented amputation of extremities 
in diabetic patients. 

3. This combination of drugs when injected locally makes the radical 
tweatment of acute onychocryptosis unassociated with cellulitis and 
lymphangitis practically without risk. 

4. When procaine hydrochloride is indicated in the treatment of 
traumatized areas, small amounts of penicillin may be incorporated 
prophylactically if desired. 

5. The pain of penicillin injection in saline or in oil is lessened by 
the use of a small amount of procaine in the diluent. 

6. The use of large amounts of penicillin with the procaine used as 
local anesthetic for foot surgery has resulted in a reduction of post- 
operative temperature rise, diminution of stitch infections and reduction 

convalescence time. 

7. Contraindications to the use of this combination of drugs apparently 
are two: known allergic response and the presence of an associated or 
coincidental epidermophytosis. When allergic reactions do occur, they 
can be controlled with anti-histamine drugs. 


Conclusions 
We believe that the results of this two year study indicate that the 
combination of crystalline pene p G and procaine hydrochloride is 
‘ useful and practical in the field of chiropody. The amount of either of 
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these drugs may be varied at will in the combination so that the resulting 
solution may be chiefly bactericidal or chiefly anesthetic in effect. 

Dramatic results followed the use of this new drug combination in local 
foot infections and its routine use in foot surgery decreased postoperative 
complications. 

It is not our intention to imply that the use of penicillin should or can 
take the place of the constant care on the part of the doctor in main- 
taining asepsis. This will remain the greatest protection against infec- 
tion. However, the combination of procaine and penicillin does give 
the patient relief from pain and there is less chance of infection resulting 

any manipulation of the doctor. 

Known allergic manifestations to penicillin or the presence of com- 
plicating epidermophytosis apparently are the only contraindications to 
this type of therapy.

DIFFERENTIAL DIAGNOSIS AND TREATMENT OF 
SKIN DISEASES OF THE FEET* 
HERVEY A. FOERSTER, M.D. 
Oklahoma City, Okla. 


THERE ARE many skin diseases that are generalized and, of course, involve 
the lower extremity and foot. They will not be discussed in this paper 
unless they are apt to be confused with some of the skin conditions that 
chiefly affect this part of the body. I will deal mainly with the foot, 
as it is the part of the lower extremity that your profession treats and 
is primarily interested in. 

he feet are subject to many mechanical traumas, chemical irritations, 
and are heavily encased in a tight, relatively non-porous covering (the 
shoe) for our entire life (except that which is spent in bed). The shoe 
and sock interferes with removal of sweat so that feet are subject to rela- 
tively poor hygiene with the result that the bacterial count of the skin of 
the feet is very high in comparison to other regions of the body. The 
moisture and heat and largé amounts of keratin in the layers and nails 
make the feet ideal places for fungi, for chemical irritations, and infec- 
tions to develop. 

The extreme changes of cold in winter and heat in summer with poorer 
circulation gives rise to passing and sometimes permanent vascular condi- 
tions. The chief dermatological conditions affecting the feet are: 

1. Fungus infections, “athlete’s foot,” or dermatophytosis. I will not 
go into the variety and types of the fungi that affect the feet, but will 
point out some of the pitfalls of diagnosis. Avoid making a snap diag- 
nosis of “ringworm” on eczematoid eruptions of the feet. Remember 
many of them are not fungus infections. Remember that “athlete’s foot” 
usually involves the interdigital spaces of the toes, particularly in the 
4th interspace, and spreads to the arches and sides of the sole. 

2. Dishydrosis, often called | asqLrem is a chronic, recurrent vesi- 
cular eruption of the hands.and feet, often confused with fungus infection. 
I am seeing.a good deal of it now in veterans and they have, as a rule, 
been misdiagnosed and treated. This disorder begins with small millet 
sized vesicles or blisters along the lateral margins of the fingers and on

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the medial arch of the foot. Usually the interdigital spaces of the toes 
are not involved. The individuals are usually of a nervous, high-strung 
Ri , and their hands and feet perspire easily and profusely. Sometimes, 

ese vesicles and blisters become ae infected with pus-producing 


organisms and we have acute, severe cell 
bed rest and sometimes hospitalization. 


3. Pyodermia of the feet and legs. These conditions are usually sec- 
ondary to some primary condition like fungus infection, dishydrosis or 
mechanical irritation such as scratching or blistering from pressure. 
Bites of insects, chiggers, fleas, bed bugs, etc., may become secondarily 
infected, with resulting pustules usually with swelling and edema. 

4. Contact Dermatitis or Eczemas usually occur on the feet at sites of 
closest contact with socks and shoes such as the heel or toes. The inter- 
digital spaces are usually not involved. Shoes recently dyed, wool or 
newly dyed socks, as well as nylon, may be a cause of this condition. The 
vesicles are usually smaller and more irritation and pruritis is present 
than in a fungus infection. It takes a lot of detective work sometimes, 
to run down the clue as to the etiology of this condition. 


5. Plantar Warts.—May be single or multiple. I do not believe that 
1 need to go into detail as to diagnosis or treatment of this condition, 
however, the majority of the patients think they have a painful callus, 
and are surprised at the correct diagnosis. I, pega prefer and use 
x-ray therapy for this condition, using 900 to 1200 “r” units of unfiltered 
x-rays. 

6. Hyperdrosis, and Bromidrosis, the excessive sweating and odorous 
foot is a problem indeed, and the condition predisposes to many sec- 
ondary conditions. Nervousness and vasomotor instability play a part in 
the condition. Proper foot hygiene, use of ventilated shoes and formalin 
soaks help. Use of fractional doses of superficial x-ray therapy will check 
excessive activity of sweat glands and improve the condition. We had a 
condition in the Army known as symmetrical erythema, in which exces- 
sive piration of feet and trauma from long hikes would result in the 
feet becoming soggy and macerated and painful, and the plantar surface 
would become red and inflamed. 


7. Syphilis. Primary syphilis or chancre on the feet or legs is indeed 
a rare condition. I have only seen one case of chancre on the large toe. 
However, secondary syphilis is common on the legs and soles. The lesions 
are usually dry, have a coppery color and are indurated and give no pain. 
ae syphilis if you examine the soles and find such lesions. Tertiary 
or late syphilis causes gumma and chronic ulcers on the legs and feet. 
Any sharply punched out ulcer that is of long standing refuses to 
heal may be due to syphilis or tuberculosis. 

8. Psoriasis. This is a dry, scaly, disease with white mica-like scales. 
The legs and knees and elbows are usually involved also. There may be 
a few coin sized spots on the legs or foot or the entire plantar surface 
may be involved. 

9. Lichen Planus. This is a violet-colored papular eruption that gives 
rise to itching and has a tendency to become nic and requires sys- 
temic uation treatment. Often it is mistaken for syphilis or eczema. 

10. Erythema Multiforme. This is an atoxic eruption that occurs 
in many forms, such as papules, vesicles or bulli. It is usually generalized 


itis of the foot that requires 
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and there may be petechial hemorrhages under the skin; patient gives a 
history of recent illness, fever or toxic condition; syphilis and pyodermia 
must be ruled out. Treatment: I wish to pass on to you an old derma- 
tological principle—““The more severe the skin disease, the milder the 
treatment.” In treating acute fungus condition, the use of wet boric acid 
soaks, compresses and dressings, particularly where there is edema and 
swelling, will be of great benefit. Then the intelligent use of some 
fungicide (and we all have our per): I, personally like to use one-fourth 
strength Whitfield’s ointment for 3 to 5 days, applying it at night and 
use an antiseptic foot powder in the daytime—one that contains boric 
acid, zinc oxide, menthol and talc for its cooling, soothing and healing 
properties. I undertreat rather than overtreat. 

In eczematoid conditions, I prefer the use of the refined coal tars in a 

easeless ointment base, along with the use of superficial x-ray therapy. 

n pyogenic infection, I wish to state that I do not use any of the various 
sulfa drugs in ointment form. So many individuals are now sensitive to 
the sulfa drugs that their use frequently causes a drug or sensitivity 
dermatitis. I prefer the use of —— ointment using 1000 oxford 
units per gram —— and if the condition is severe enough, give the 
penicillin in larger doses by intramuscular injection. I will not discuss 
the treatment of psoriasis, lichen planus and syphilis, as they are ade- 
uately covered in most reference books, and I have nothing to add to 
the methods of treatment described in them. 

In conclusion, may I say, that correct diagnosis is very important. If 
in doubt, call for consultation, and use simple mild drugs rather than 
intense strong chemical agents unless you are absolutely sure of the 
dermatitis and the required treatment. Always question the patient if 
he has a similar condition on any other part of the body and inspect the 
hands and palms, they so often point to a foot dermatosis. Do not criti- 
cize your fellow professional men and their treatment. It is human to 
err and everyone treating the body soon realizes that there is no uni- 
versal, non-failing method or drug.

THOUGHTS FOR 1949 


THERE is an old French story which runs about as follows: The com- 
municants of a village church decided to reward its pastor for his long, 
loyal service by presenting him with a cask of wine. Each of them agreed 
to bring a bottle of wine and pour it into the cask as his contribution.

One of these, that of the extent to which, 
and by what means, it should protect the interests of the profession it 
represents, is extremely important. Other similar questions which will 
arise as the consolidation of its organization proceeds, will in due time 
reach you. These questions can be decided definitely only if each mem- 
ber will give them his full share of thought and contribute his own 
honest opinion. 

Then ove will also be our meetings, our committees and the JOURNAL. 
All of these need the active participation of all the members in some 
form or other if great potential service of the N.A.C. to its members, 
its cask of wine, is to be assured. To have many names on our list of 
members is only a beginning and, of course, the dues which result are 
a great comfort to the Budget Committee. Yet, even with an overflowing 
treasury, the N.A.C. could distribute but little service value to its mem- 
bers beyond what they themselves had contributed. An idea given to a 
committee, a new slant presented in a discussion, a suggestion to a staff 
member, or a paper for the JouRNAL—certainly, at least one of these 
should be ible for every member to give the N.A.C., and the sum 
total would be several thousand items which could be used in the service 
of the public and our members. 

That is the spirit in which we should want to start our new year.

CLINICAL AXIOMS IN 
PHYSICAL MEDICINE 


TEN axioms have been presented 
for and against the Vania: physical 
therapeutic measures. They are 
that the diagnosis of the condition 
being correct, the physical thera- 
peutic application can be specific; 
certain results or effects can be 
expected and determined, and what 
not to expect may be known. One 
should advocate physical thera- 
peutic measures as an adjuvant to 
recovery and not as the main modus 
operandi. Physiologic action is 
usually from without to within, 
easily controlled, maintained, or 
terminated. These axiomatic ob- 
servations aid further in replacing 
empiricism with rationalism in 
physical medicine. No branch of

medicine being an exact science, 
but rather a scientific art, a con- 
stant and diligent search by the 
physiatrist for lucid, factual data 
concerning physical agents must be
